Kehlor Bros. refusedto accept the amount 
tenuered upon the ground that the expression

30 many as 30U. Un- 
der the rules the sellers next 
cay ‘*sold out’’ Kehior Bros., 
the 300 cars being bought by the same buyers 
at 937’,c. At the standard estimate- of 350 
bushels per car, this made a total of 105,000 
bushels, andthe sellers iinmediately madea 
claim on the buyers for *sc¢ per bushel, amount- 
ing to $393 75.

Wn this state of facts, which we believe sub- 
stantially presents the controversy, our opin-

‘*Whether Messrs, J » #. sae oe oe 
Kehler have violated the rules or customsof the 
exchange in refusing to receive the wheatin 
question, and if so, whether the directors 
have power to entorce a penalty?’ 

Under the amended charter and the rules ol 
the Exchange, tbe Board of Directors have 
power on co mpl 1int duly preferred and hear- 
ing duly bad in accordance with the 
rules, to adjudge anal entorce it 
pennity (censure, suspension or ex- 
pulsion, as the case may be) against a 
member failing tocomply withthe terms of a 
business contract made with a fellow member. 
This penalty is inflicted, notforthe benefit of 
the otber contracting party, nor for the cpl- 
lection of a debt due him, but for the punish- 
ment of a violation of the offending memover's 
duty as acorporator. 

If, then, asale of the 300 carsof wheat was 
ac tually consummated between tne parties un- 
der the circumstances detailed, itis clear that 
the ucmitted refusal of the "Messrs. hehlor 
to recognize such sale and comply with its 
terms isa Violation of the rules of the Ex- 
change, for which they are amenable tothe 
jurisdiction conferred by the charter upon 
your board. 

We find then the real question involved, was 
such a sale actually consummated between the 
parties? 

Ifthe bid in response

That the rules and terms of sale, established 
by consent of dealers at the call board, and 
printed as such in the printed copy of the rules 
of the Exchange, constitute the conditions of 
these public sules,is in our opinion clear. Itis 
not essential to their validity as conditions of 
sele that they should have been formally voted 
upen us rules of the Exchange. 

These conditions, when applicable, 
to tbe bids made at the call-board aad form 
part of the contract of sale, consummated by 
vueceptance. Thus, in the case under consider- 
ation, the unlimited bid, nnder the conditions 
ofthe sale, becumean offerforallthat might 
be offered under those terms before the with- 
chawalofthbe lid; and on acceptance, for a 
specified quuntity, in compliance with its 
telms, & contract was consummated binding 
upon the parties. Thisresults not from any 
rule of Exchange, as rule, but because every 
public sale, in or out of the Exchange, is con- 
a d by the recognized conditions of the 
sale 

It is difficult to see how the validity of this 
condition of sale can be successfully ass jiled 
onthe giound ef its unreasonableness. The 
Luyer may bid with or without limit, as to 
(quantity, in each case enjoying the advantages 
und submitting to the disadvantages attending 
such position. Iftitisurged that opportuni.y 
is given to unload an excessive amount on the 
buyerit may be answered that he has bis rem 
edy in his own bands,in adjusting his bid te 
hisown wants and the contingencies of the 
merket. 

In any view of the 
theory, if objection 
offered in response to an 
objection should have been made at the time, 
before the cail for the specitied grade was pass- 
ed, ard the bolder had lost his opportunity for 
amarket. Under such circumstances, whatever 
may bave been the right of the bidder to retuse 
totake any quantity offered in ce#empliince 
with his terms, silence, when « sale was noted 
end the cell pussed, must be construed 
as uequiescence. It is immaterial what the 
caler might bave done inthe event of objec- 
thon, as nocecision of his could buve affected 
the legal rights of the parties, and no other 
course than prompt ol jection is consistent 
with the manifest uuty of the bidder to the 
holder offering the grain.

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The Court of Appeals Affirms the Judgment 
ef the Lower Court, and the Law Must 
Take its Course. 

William Barton, the negro who was gen- 
tenced to death at St. Charles, just as the oth- 
er murderer, Blan, was preparing forthe gal- 
tows in the next building, appealed from the 
decision ofthe courtto the Court of Appeals. 
The application for appeal is based, 
first, upon the complaint that the Court erred 
in not granting hima change of venue. bar- 
ton's affidavit was presented, averring that the 
minds of the inhabitants were so prejudiced 
against him thata fair trial could not be head 
in St. Charles. The testimony of wit- 
nesses introduced was that there i4 a 
great prejudice against the detendant 
aAiorvgtheinhabitants ot the northeastern 
partofthis county. But there is no such 
prejudice or excitement as would prevent a 
tairand impartial trial. There were also pre 
sented inevidence certain editorial exrticles in 
the St. Charlies newspapers, whose purport 
was to show the existe xce of a general preja 
dice against the defendant. Ic was 
niso shown that the ‘*Point 
Prairie Protective Society’’ had predgenteta 
written request tothe Judge of the Circuit to 
hold a speciul term of court for the trial of the 
defendant and had petitioned the County Court 
to.offera rewardfor the arrest of «a certain 
murder or murderers, notnaming the defonu 
dant. In allthis testimony there was notiing 
to authorize a change ot venue unrdei 
the statute. 

The oral testimony explicitly negatived the 
essential condition. Tne newspaper articles 
expressed doubtless the views of their writers, 
but were not competent to establish preja tice 
in the inbabitants of the county or the circuit.

who sought police relief at the tirst whisper of 
winter. - The outlook for the poverty-stricken 
for the winter is most depiorable, and un- 
less the greatest care is taken many will suffer 
for lack of bread. At the least calculation 
there are in the city to-day 5,0 people 
in destitute circumstances, searcely able to 
keep the wolf from the door. and within six 
weeks more they will be-onthe verge of starva- 
tion. The poor fund now in the hands of the 
police is but a mere mite, only #200, all told, 
and it could be given out in 
an hour if any uttention Was 
paid at this season of the vear to the plaints of 
the destitute. During the past twodays over 
three bundred indigent persons, principaliy 
women, have applied at the Police Stations 
for relief, and that ratio of one hundred 
per day will be doubled as the season 
advances and the weather vrows more severe. 
There are several districts in the citv where 
poverty reigns. Inthe First Police District 
there are a few tenement buildings near the 
furnaces where charity will havetobe di-- 
pensed; in the. Second Police Disttritt 
numerous cases are to be met with in the re- 
cion between the river and Carondelet avenue 
and back almost to Jefferson avenue on the 
west from a dividing line which may bedrawn 
at Decatur street. The many rookeries of tuin- 
ble down buildings in theCentral Police]strict 
from the riverto Tenth street, and between 
Market and Grattot streets.shelter great hum- 
bers of the wretched in rags, and there are a 
few cases further west found at intervals, The 
Third Police District contains something 
like fiftecn hundred resident patipers, 
ine luding 7 te and the Pourth 
Police District : ast 1.00 more, The Filth 
Police District, with its large aren Of territory 
comprises 800,who will be oblige a to beg brea 
before the first of next April. These tgures 
embrace only the poor who are’ dependent en 
the police and the police poor fund, and has 
nothing to do with the host looked after by 
otber charitable »s-ociations throughout the 
citv. About the Ist of December the Soup- 
house will be thrown open, and at least 
two hundred of the wretches 
will | tind shelter within 
its walls every night during the winter. No 
attempt will be made to feed that number, 
and they will be cempelled to solicit alms 
from doorto door. The condition of the
